The possibilities are to be 
investigated by Hec Wilson - VE3DMZ, Bill Roberts - VE3ARN and Bert 
Tamblin —- VE3ANP. 


Bev Biggs - VE3ECA reported the possibility of 4 visitors from 
Atikokan attending the May meeting. 


Bill Roberts — VE3ARN reviewed the Club 2 Meter project. Harold 
Dow — VE3DBI said the purchase of some US surplus gear for this 
project was being investigated. 


George Lord - VE3BYG spoke re a gift to Rolly Batiston in 
appreciation of his generous services to the Club in showing movies 
at numerous meetings. This was then put in the form of a motion, 
seconded by Ted May and passed.
